Any drive to the far north of 
Korea, he said. would denend en- 
tirely upon the military situation 
and he could not at this time guess 


what that situation’ would be in 


the future. 

Neither could the generals in 
the field anticipate the situation. 
he added. observing that anv stu- 
dent of history would know that 
some generals were good guessers 
and others were not such good 
guessers. 

While he would not comment on 
reports that the principal allies 
were preparing a new statement 
of United Nations aims in Korea. 
the President said that he wanted 
it distinctly understood thet we 
are for a free Korea with a free 
government when we get through 
out there. 

A reporter asked if Gen. Mac- 
Arthur had received some new in- 
structions concerning crossing the 
38th Parallel. The President +re- 
plied that Gen. MacArthur’s in- 
structions were just as thev al- 
ways had been. But he added this 
was in reference to the tactical 
situation. He said that, he thought 
Genera! of the Army George C. 
Marshall. Secretary of Defense. 
covered the situation very well at 
his press conference. 

On Tuesdav, Gen. Marsha!! told 
his news conference that General 
MacArthur, in crossing the pre- 
war boundary between North and 
South Korea. would be chiefly 
guided by “the necessity to safe- 
guard the security of his com- 
mand.” The question of a sweep 
across the Parallel into the part 
of Korea held by Communist 
forces was. Genera! Marshall said, 
‘a matter for political consider- 
ation.” 

Mr. Truman told a questioner 
that he wanted to support every- 
thing that General Marshall had 
said. 


GI Spy. 20, 
Gets 20 Years 


TOKYO, Friday, March 30—() 
A court-martial Thursday sen- 
tenced a 20-year-old U. S. Air 
Force corporal to 20 years in. 
prison on a charge of trying to 
sell miiltary secrets to man he 
thought was a Japanese Com- 
munist agent. 

Far East Air Force headquar-| 
ters identifed the airman as Cpl. 
Carl E. Mills, of Sayre, Okla. 

The air Force said the “Com- 
munist agent” was a Japanese po- 
liceman in disguise. 

At his trial, Mills testified ne 
had a “pressing need for cash.” 
He said he thought the informa- 
tion he tried to sell had no real 
military value. 

The Air Force said the informa- 
tion covered Air Force operations 
and installations. Evidence pre- 
sented at the trial disclosed Mills 
tried to sell the information ‘for 
800,000 yen (about $2,000).

A youth identified as Howard

One took $60 or $70 from the 
cash register, Vitner related, and 
at that moment a customer walked 
in. 

The bandit with the gun mo- 
tioned toward the customer and 
said, “Get over here—we want 
you, too,” Vitner said.

As against the few players in-, 
volved in the current basketball) 
scandal, thousands of college stu- 
dents are victims, in one way or 
another, of campys practices of re- 
cruiting and subsidizing athletes 
and bestowing on them a variety 
of advantages over other students. 


FLAGRANT 


Some conditions in intercol- 
legiate sports are more flagrant 
today than they were twenty-two 
years ago when the. Carnegie 
Foundation for the Advancement 
of Teaching issued its now-famous 
report exposing and condemning 
the commercialism of college ath- 
letics. 


Good basketball and football 
players are receiving “free rides” 
and complimentary jobs at many 
colleges, and in some _ instances 
have been given. large cash pay- 
ments, clothing and automobiles 
as inducements to enroll. 


The most serious effects of semi- 
professionalism and big money in 
intercollegiate sports are the es- 
tablishment of false values, im- 
pairment of democracy in educa- 
tion, and a lowering in some cases 
of academic standards and cheap- 
ening of the college degree. 

A survey made by correspond- 
ents of The New York Times at 
forty colleges and universities in 
twenty states over the country 
disclosed a wide difference in 
treatment of athletes, but the bad 
features of subsidizing athletes 
showed up in large and small in- 
stitutions in Scattered areas. 


SCHOLARSHIPS 


Some colleges were found to 
award athletic scholarships open-| 
ly, and offer additional rewards to 
football and basketball players, 
and participants in a few other 
sports. 

Certain colleges shied away from 
the term “athletic scholarship,” 
but were found to be giving the 
same sort of preference, through 
less honest devices, to athletes 
whose prowess helped to fill 
Stadia or merely added to Alma 
Mater’s fame. 

Sometimes it is done by givirg 
team members or high school siars 
an inside track in the competition 
for non-athletic scholarships or 
student aid grants, sometimes by 
listing them for paid jobs in which 
they need not give a full measure 
of work. 

In some colleges matriculation 


by schoolboys bribed by pro- 


by waiver of some entrance re- 
quirement, a greater leniency in 
absence from classes, and upgrad- 
ing of their academic perform- 
ances give to athletes opportuni- 
ties to acquire a college diploma 
that are denied to non-athletic 
students who may have better 
academic qualifications and prom- 
ise of good citizenship.

Such financial aid, provided 
secretly in most cases because it 
violates intercollegiate conference 
rules, is possible when coaches and 
college administrators wink at 
what is happening or are not alert 
to it. 


SOME HEW TO LINE 

At a good number of colleges, | 
however, little if any favoritism is 
shown to athletes; amateur stand-/| 
ards are protected with vigilance; 
all students are made to toe the 
academic mark, and intramural 
athletics, strictly amateur, have 
been given increasing emphasis in 
recent years. In such institutions, 
the survey showed, a degree is a 
testimonial of four years of prepa- 
ration for the life ahead. 

Despite the substantial influence 
of those colleges that reject the 
blandishments and fight the en- 
croachments of professionalism in 
schoolboy games, this survey found 
in several schools three main ar- 
guments against athletic reforms, 


Those arguments ran about like 
this: 

1. Football (or _ basketball) 
brings in the money that pays for 
baseball, fencing, tennis, crew and 
all the minor sports that we could 
not otherwise afford.

Minimum Foundation Program 
salary hikes on the basis of teach- 
ing certificates held on July 1. 


The pay policy, established at | 
the Board’s- last session, would 
disallow college or professional 
work completed this Summer in 
making salary increases. State 
Department of Education officials 
also pointed out that more than 
1,000 teacher’ certificates are 
scheduled to expire on July 1. 


But Board member James S. | 
Peters, of Manchester, auther of 
the policy resolution, indicated | 
the Board would not reconsider | 
its action. | 

At least seven county school | 
superintendents have contacted | 
the Education Department in be- 
half of the teachers. Two super- 
intendents said many teachers 
have requested immediate leaves 
of absence to complete college 
work and gain higher rating be-| 
fore July 1. 


PETERS COMMENTS 

One commented that if the’ 
teachers left now, “it would | 
wreck my education program,” a 
State Department official said. 

Peters said the policy was es- 
tablished to put the Education 
Department on a “firm business 
footing.” 

He said former policy\allowed 
teachers to upgrade their Jicenses 
and thereby their pay scale for tre 
school year by June 20. If the vay 
scale were raised anytime before 
June 20, Peters said. the teacher 
would have to be paid the larger) 
sum on a retroactive basis to Sep- 
tember. | 

This policy, Peters said, placed) 
the department in the position of. 
paying salaries “on the basis of 12 
months ago.” He said salary mat- 
ters “were purely guesswork” un- 
der the old svstem. He added:

“As a result, the department 
was never able to figure its obli- 
gations within a million dollars.”

New Animal From Cross-Breeding 
Yak, Cattle Claimed by Russians 


Special to The New York Times and The Atlanta Constitution 


MOSCOW, March 29—Every crossword puzzle fan who 
knows that “a three-letter word” defined as a central Asiatic 
animal almost invariably is a vak will be interested in the news 
reported Thursday by the Soviet press. This is a special dis- 
patch from Ulan Ude, capital of Buryat in the Mongolian Re- 
public, that a new and valuable type of agricultural animal 
has been produced by crossbreeding the Tibetan yak and 
domesticated cattle. 

The new animal—and crossword puzzlers might keep this 
name in mind—is called the hainyk, which roughly could be 
translated as meaning “sturdy.” 


Some ten thousand of the new cross-bred hainyks have 
already been placed on the coliective farms of Buryat, Mon- 
golia. One of the greatest virtues of the hainyk is that he is a 
powerful, courageous animal, quite capable of killing wolves 
in single combat. Therefore, to protect their herds of cows, 
the Buryats need only to introduce two or three hainyks into 
the flock. 

The new beast in many respects resembles the Tibetian vak. 
It has long, heavy fur which hangs almost to the ground. It is 
not bothered by extremes or cold and heat and is able to graze 
the year around on very sparse pastures. 

In addition, hainyks can be trained to harness.

The University of Kentucky 
gives, in addition to the athletic 
scholarships, some financial aid to 
248 students on a basis of aca- 
demic ability, need, and achieve- 
ment in a chosen field.

Americans Kill Democracy, 
Educator Tells Atlantans

Americans are killing democracy by being too democratic, and 
the Communists in the United States are hiding behind the Bill 
of Rights by staking their security on their Constitutional rights. 


Dr. Marcus W. Collins, Pro- 
fessor of Sociology at the Atlan- 
ta Division, University of Geor- 
gia, hurled these’ verbal attacks 


at the current enemy of Ameri- 
can security now seeping into 
the bloodstream. of the world. 
in a talk Thursday to members 
of the Fifth District, Georgia 
Federation of Women’s Clubs at 
their meeting at the St. Paul 
Methodist Church. 

The Grant Park Club, of which 
Mrs. M. L. Wheeler is Presi- 
dent, was hostess group for the 
Federation headed by Mrs. Wil- 
liam Guy Smith. 

Dr. G@ollins, who spoke on 
“Communism in Europe and the 
United States” said: 


“When I was in Europe as 
an Educational Specialist un- 
der the auspices of the State 
Department, I saw communism 
in its most malignant form. 
In Italy, posters, ten feet high, 
directed visiting Americans To 
Go Back To America, we don't 
Want You!” 


“There were demonstrations in 
Paris too. While I was lecturing 
in Heidelburg and conducting a 
workshop there, I talked with 
many Germans who had re- 
turned from America after tour- 
ing our country as exchange 
students. They cursed the United 
States and said that Americans 
are fools,” he declared. 

“The Germans are a worried 


people,” continued Collins, “for 
they see a war with Russia as 
inevitable. They feel that they 
can survive an invasion, but 
they cannot survive emancipa- 
tion by the Americans.” 

“T feel that if the American 
zone in Germany is invaded, the 
Germans would cut off every 
means of escape for the Ameri- 
cans, 


We here in America are too 
democratic, and to sustain this 
I will mention the fact that 
right in Washington, repre- 
sentatives ef the Communist 
newspaper Pravda are ac- 
corded the same press rights 
as American newspaper re- 
porters. They have access te 
all news and it stands to rea- 
son they feed the news right 
back into their main artery— 
Communism. The Communis- 
tic party also has a woman 
lawyer, Carol King for its de- 
fense attorney in this country, 
he added. 


Collins said the Germans 
all thought of Americans as “rich 
and gullible.” 

The speaker who has lectured 
in 47 states as well as in Ger- 
many, holds an M. A. and Ph. D 
from Harvard as well as the Uni- 
versity’s highest honor,’ the 
Bowdin prize, as well as a M. A.

Having trouble with your African Violets? Won't they bloom? 
And do you wonder about when and how much to water them? 
If so, here’s some expert advice from Max Nagler, violet 


authority. 

Incidentally, the name “saint- 
paulia” was given the first spe- 
cies found in Africa by German 
Baron Walter von Saint Paul. 
The plant is now known as 
saintpaulia lonantha. The name 
African violet attached itself 
to the plant. It was first found 
in the warm moist areas of Af- 
rica. However, Saintpaulia is 
no violet but a member of the 
Gesneria family of velvet-leafed 
gioxinia. 

“For growing in the home, the 
main problem is humidity,” said 
Nagler, who grows violets by 
the thousands at Fairoaks Gar- 
dens, his home in Marietta, 
“There are three things to re- 
member always, the plants must 
have proper food, proper soil 
and must be in proper contain- 
ers, and that means anything 
porous.” 

“Single crowning plants 
make the most beautiful flow- 
ers. All bud formation is gov- 
erned by light intensity. My 
wife, who has made an exten- 
sive study of these plants, and 
I have received many inquiries 
about the use of city water and 
how it affects violets. This is 
a good question because water 
is about the most important fac- 
tor in plant life. I suggest that 
when possible, keep rain water 
stored in bottles for use instead 
of tap water. There is little 
doubt that rain water gives bet- 
ter results with plants than tap 
water, especially with African 
violets.” 

Nagler, German born, holds-a 
B. S. degree in horticulture and 
attended college in Berlin be- 
fore coming to America in the 
late twenties when he began ad- 
ditional study and_ research 
work. He says: 

“Direct sunlight on plants is 
very harmful. African violets 


of Africa and therefore can take 
higher temperatures than ordi- 
nary plants. Temperature be- 
low 50 degrees Fahrenheit will 
cause the leaves to spot. Below 
40 degrees the plant will die. 
They thrive in a temperature 
from 75-85 degrees.” 

So, violet lovers, to help your 
violets grow, here are the rules, 
as set forth by Nagler: 

1. Always use warm water— 
about 70 degrees water ‘three 
times a week in the morfings. 

2. Roots must have sufficient 
oxygen, supplied through aera- 
tion, so never leave the plants 
set in water for long period of 
time. 

3. Plants are sensitive, so use 
complete plant food and feed 
regularly. 

4. Get a good liquid plant 
food, not just any kindof fer- 
tilizer. Impropery balanced fer- 
tilizers cause excessive leaf 
growth but no flowers, 

o. Never let qlants dry out. 
If they do, submerge the whole 
pot in warm water for 20 or 30 
minutes. Drain well. 

6. Never let temperature drop 
below 55 degrees. 

7. African violets like warm 
shower baths. Create as much 
humidity as possible. 

8. Never place violets in strong 
sunlight. They like early morn- 
ing or late afternoon sun but 
never a direct, strong sunlight. 
In too dark a place they will not 
produce buds or flowers. 

9. Never use any kind of soil, 
leafmold or humps. Violets need 
a very granular medium that al- 
lows for copious aeration and 
drainage. A soil mixture should 
contain sufficient absorbative 
qualities, to hold some water 
and must be free of all harmful 
organisms and insects. 

10. Choose only containers that 
drain perfectly. The convention- 
al porous clay ‘pot is the best or

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The People and the Sales Tax 


Opposition to the sales tax, which goes 
into effect Sunday, is to be expected. In- 
deed, it would be most surprising if there 
were none. No tax is popular, and least 
of all one of such universal application as 
the sales tax. 


But some persist in raising the cry that 
the people voted overwhelmingly against 
additional taxes in a referendum in April, 
1949, and have not yet changed their minds. 


It is true there has been no referendum 
on that specific question since this vote. 


But the people last June nominated, in 
the Democratic Primary, a Governor and 
a Legislature committed to passing a sales 
tax, even though there was much pussy- 
footing and all too little plain talk about it. 


In the 1948 campaign, Gov. Talmadge 
Was unequivocal in his opposition to a 
Sales tax. 


But after two years in office with one 
school crisis after another, the Governor 
in last year’s campaign refused to commit 
himself. His nearest commitment was a 
statement, when pushed, to the effect that 
he was not for a sales tax except as a last 
resort. : 

Any discerning Georgian should have 
known that the period of “last resort” al- 
ready had arrived, for the Governor in 
August of 1949, just a few months after 
the people turned down new taxes in a 
referendum, was forced to call a special 
session of the General Assembly to impose 
emergency taxes in order to assure school 
operations for the term about to begin. 

Moreover, practically all legislators ran 
on a program calling for financing the 
Minimum Foundation Program. Any ‘Geor- 
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gian knew financing this program demand- 
ed a sales tax. 

As if these developments were not 
enough to indicate clearly the shape of 
things to come, Roy Harris; the Augusta 
political strategist who during the cam- 
paign last year often spoke for the Gover- 
nor, flatly predicted a sales tax by Janu- 
ary. He was wrong by only a few days. 

We agree that it would have been the 
forthright thing for the Governor to come 
out openly in the 1950 campaign for a 
sales tax. This we editorially urged him 
to do many times during the campaign, 
pointing out that his program of expanded 
State services, upon which he was elected, 
was impossible of fulfillment without it. 
Certainly the people realized this was so, 
and the vast majority knew a sales tax 
was inevitable and were resigned to it. 

To say that the people have not voted 
for a sales tax is but to con ise the issue. 
The people voted for better schools, better 
roads and improved health services. It was 
plain these services must be financed by 
a sales tax. That the Governor, as a can- 
didate, did not have the courage to come 
out openly and say so is unfortunate, but 
it is equally unfortunate that the people 
are traditionally reluctant to vote the nec- 
essary taxes to support their demands for 
more services from government, forcing 
candidates to evade the core of the issue. 

Georgians ought now to concentrate on 
seeing that the revenue produced by the 
sales tax is used efficiently and honestly 
to achieve the intended ends. The people 
have, in fact, voted for the sales tax. The 
only valid question now is one of admin- 
istration.

Those Streetcar Tracks Should Come Up 


While it is gratifying that removal of 
the abandoned streetcar tracks in Atlan- 
ta’s streets has not been utterly forgotten, 
as some had feared, it strikes us the pro- 
gram is moving along at a snail’s pace. 

That is especially true when the traffic 
hazards of exposed streetcar rails are con- 
sidered. The hazards are multiplied on 
rainy days. 

Streetcars were abandoned in Atlanta 
several years ago, but 58 miles of tracks 
still are in the streets.

Fulton County Sol. Gen. Paul Webb’s 
suggested changes in*liquor regulations 
would not by any means solve all the 
problems surrounding liquor handling. 
But they would be a big help. 

“Mr. Webb would (1) repeal regulations 
prohibiting the licensing of stores within 
a prescribed distance of other stores; (2) 
repeal regulations limiting the number of 
stores in Atlanta, and (3) remove the floor 
now supporting the price of liquor. 

We believe all the suggestions are good. 
The present limit upon the number of 
liquor stores in Atlanta has served to 
attach an artificial and highly inflated 
value upon such stores and licenses. The 
same is true of the regulations establish- 
ing a minimum distance from other stores. 

However, liquor stores should be con-

As. for the floor under liquor prices, 
it now has the same effect as the so-called 
Fair Trade laws. It limits competition, 
but to an even greater degree because an 
entire industry is affected. 


There are some who fear eliminating 
the ceiling on the number of liquor stores 
and removal of the distance barriers would 
bring about an undesirable increase. But 
here again competition would be the limit- 
ing factor, and without the evils which now 
attend artificial limitations. 


We have seen that we cannot outlaw 


liquor. The sensible thing to do is control 
it as wisely as we can.

It Looks Different 
From the Outside 


WASHINGTON—Some of former RFC Chair- 
man Jesse Jones’ old associates in Washington 
were more amused than impressed by his indorse- 

ment of the Byrd proposal to abolish the giant Government lend- 
ing agency because of minor scandals unearthed by the Senate Ful- 
bright investigating committee regarding a few chiselers and influ- 
ence peddlers operating on the outside of the agency. 
| During the years he sat at the head of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, “Uncle Jesse,” as he was known among his 
intimates, dispensed loans with a free and lavish hand. A tight- 
fisted Texas banker who had made his millions the hard way, 
he had a reputation of being a tough customer in the matter of 
Government loans—-unless you approached him in the right way. 
Use of the term “right way” isn’t intended to cast any doubt 
on his integrity or honesty. He was as straight as a die in so far 
as money matters are concerned. For a man worth $30,000,000, 
there isn’t much temptation to add to his pile. 


Hard to Get But if you had a hard proposition to put 

over with the RFC, the saying around Wash- 
ington was that you had to get next to “Uncle Jesse” to have it 
approved. Incidentally, all RFC loans are supposed to be hard 
because one of the requirements is that an application must be 
turned down by two private banks before it is eligible for Gov- 
ernment consideration. 

Getting next to “Uncle Jesse” could mean one of three things. 
Either you had to know him or come to know him personally, in 
which case it wasn’t necessary to bother about other members of 
the RFC board. No. 2 was that you had to bring into play some 
influence to which he was susceptible—either a Senator or Con- 
gressman in his good graces, or, preferably, the White House. No. 
3 was that the loan being made had a Texas angle. 

Having a Texas angle usually meant that the proceeds of an 
RFC loan were to be spent in Texas. The Lone Star State is said 
to be plastered with new industrial enterprises put up with RFC 
money let out under the Jones regime, mostly during the emer- 
gency war period. 


It used to be something of a joke around Wash- 
ington that the best recommendation an RFC 
loan application could have would be to have written in it that 
the funds were to be used for plant expansion in Texas. “Uncle 
Jesse” usually looked favorably on these. Texas got plenty. 

In his letter to Sen. Harry Byrd of Virginia, indorsing the move 
to abolish the Government lending agency, “Uncle Jesse” was 
“shocked” at the exposures brought out by the Fulbright committee 
and expressed doubt that the investigation “has more than 
scratched the surface.” 

Well, if they scratched the surface much deeper they probably 
‘would find where the Texas man played the influence and political 
favoritism game as strongly as any of his successors in the RFC. 
For one thing, the late President Roosevelt had the habit of send- 
ing over a memo to the RFC ever so often asking it to approve 
some loan which, for some reason, had been held up. The loans 
were always granted, as a matter of course, and so far as the 
record shows the Government never lost on any of them. 


For Texas 


Sour “Uncle Jesse’s” present sour attitude on the RFC is gen- 

erally credited with stemming from his being kicked out 
as head of the agency and as Secretary of Commerce at the begin- 
ning of the Roosevelt third term. He had gotten himself mixed 
up in a row with former Vice President Henry Wallace and was 
suspected of playing with the anti-third term forces in 1940. At 
any rate, Wallace, after being maneuvered out of the Vice Presi- 
dency, maneuvered Jones out of the cabinet to make room for him- 
self. “Uncle Jess” has never felt the same about Washington or 
the RFC since then. ; 

He thought the Government lending agency was a great insti- 
tution while he was its directing head. Now that he is out he 
thinks it should be abolished. The “scandals” he is “shocked” about 
are probably no better or worse than those practiced, with some 
variation, when he was there.

e Economic Report. The South Carolina Senator, who complained 


wail " about the very $ubstantial tax reductions which that entails mostly for large cor- 
porations along with low-cost advantages for new facilities, now is preparing for a full-scale 
investigation by the Joint Congfessional Committee on the Defense Program, a so-called “watchdog” 
committee, of which he is ehairman. His analysis of the exceedingly generous amortization terms 


granted on a high and wide basis and of how 
plant facilities are being-included, which seem to 
have little connecti6n with defense, is illumi- 
nated in a_report covering the issuance of so- 
called certificates of convenience. , 

This was Submitted to the Economic Report 
Committee by William H. Harrison, head of the 
Defense Production Administration. The latter 
is delegated now to pass upon defense plant 
amortization applications. 


Under! the Defense Production Act, a com- 
pany in \submitting an application for an 
amortization certificate specifies what per- 
centage of\ its proposed expansion or added 
facilities is/for defense production, up to all 
of it, or 100 per cent. 


For that part which is for defense produc- 
tion, a company is allowed to amortize in five 
years a percentage of the cost that varies accord- 
ing to the facility. For a short-lived facility, it 
gets more generous terms, or a larger amortiza- 
tion allowance, than for a long-lived facility. 
But the percentage of amortization allowed, 
though the scale begins at 50 per cent, usually 
is running much higher, and in many cases to 
a full 100 per cent. 

Sen. O’Mahoney, Democrat, Wyoming, chair- 
man of the Joint Committee on the Economic 
Report, made an analysis of certificates issued up 
to Jan. 30. This shows that nearly 80 per cent 
were given the full 100. per - cent, five-year 
amortization allowable in their categories, while 
the others averaged around 93 per cent, so that 
rapid amortization is permitted with substantial 
tax write-offs. The bulk of these certificates 
was issued by the National Security Resources 
Board, which was the authorized agency until 
Jan, 25, when Mr. Harrison took over this func- 
tion for DPA. . 

Altogether, since the law went into effect in 
late September, last year, certificates have been 
issued covering nearly $3,000,000,000 of so-called 
defense production expansion, and total applica- 
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tions have been submitted for over $11,000,000,000. 

The $3,000,000,000 volume so far in less than 
six months compares with $7,300,000,000 for the 
entire 1940-45 period, during a large part of 
which we were actually at war. Furthermore, 
the War Production Board of World War II, 
which had the certificate authority from Decem- 
ber, 1943, approved only 35 per cent amortiza- 
tion in 80 per cent of cases, though the bulk of 
certificates previously issued, when the military 
services had the authority, was for 100 per cent. 
The latter covered many facilities that will last 
for many years and now are completely amor- 
tized. 

Similarly, many facilities now granted gen- 
erous amortization terms wil! be useful for many 
years. Steel facilities are the most numerous in 
a list of approved certificates submitted by DPA 
Administrator Harrison. It also intludes air- 
craft facilities, with high amortization ratings, 
and likewise, with similar generous terms, freight 
cars for railroads, barges and the like.

A speedy- new automobile occupied by six 
Wake County youths and a truck driven by a 
Raleigh man came together in a head-on colli- 
sion near Wendell. There were no survivors. 


The closest witness was a farmer. From 500 
yards away he noted the two sets of headlights 
bearing down on each other around a bend. Then 
he heard the crash. 

A few minutes before the wreck, the six 
youths were at a Wendell drive-in. A car hop 
overheard 2l-year-old Harold Ray Hinton, owner 
of the new car, boast to his friends: “She'll get 
up to a hundred miles an hour in 30 seconds.” 

The other youths had come to the drive-in in 
“one or two other cars,”’ but all got into Hinton’s 
car. “They took off like a hurricane with the tires 
squalling,” said the car hop. 

Within a few minutes, the shiny automobile 
was telescoped into utter ruin. Three bodies were 
pinned inside the wreckage. Three had been 
hurled out. The speedometer, still intact, was 
stopped at 90 miles an hour. 

No one will ever know precisely what hap- 
pened. But the sequence of events is tragically 
clear—so clear that a mere recitation of the facts 
is a far more powerful lesson to all motorists, 
young and old, than anything we could add.

very early there was no Winter grazing other 
than on fescue. He is right. There was practi- 
cally no early rye grass and clover (ours isn’t 
grazeable yet), but to the extent that farmers 
had fescue grass their needs were met. 


What is needed is more fescue, that’s all. 
Just more of it, enough to last from Novem- 
ber through April. 


One thing more: With year-round grazing 
there is no need for barns, for hay-balers, for 
rakes, for storage space.

artist who has just put the last touch on his masterpioce. 


There's something about mak- 
ing bread that is mighty good 
for a woman's soul not to men- 
tion the family stomachs. 


Bread isn't work, it's fun. You 
think it is work because of the 
long rising period but actually 
the yeast and the warm air does 
the work: You are free to fix 
the children’s lunch, do the dust- 
ing, or some of the family sew- 
ing. Just “look in” on the bread 
occasionally because too much 
rising makes coarse yeasty 
bread.
